CANAL LIMITS 
OUR WARSHIP. 


You Cannot Build Bigger 
Than Ditch, Says Dewey. 


Pennsylvania Will Be Barely 
Able to Clear Panama. 


To Increase Size of Locks 
Will Take Several Fears.

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, April 22.—({Special Diepatch.} 
The Panama Canal locks are 110 feet 
wide. The newest United States bat- 
tleship, the Pensylvania, is 97 feet 
wide, and the next one will be 100 


feet in breadth. 

admiral Dewey was asked today 
whether the Pennsylvania could get 
through the locks. He replied: es, 
any ot the ships we have at present 
can get through, but we have about 
reached the limit. We cannot 60 
much larger. The canal will deter- 
mine the size of future battleships of 
nations.” 

Doubt has been expressed in some 
quarters whether the canal could ac- 
commodate some of the present bat- 
tleships. Twe points have been raised 
in question. One is the width of the 
locks and the other is the width of 
the channel in the sharp curve at the 
entrance to the Culebra cut. In Re 
locks, width alone is not the only 
consideration. The curve length 
well as beam is a factor. 

The general board of the navy has 
made P careful study into this impor- 
tant subject and reported that things 
are all right, but if the present ten- 
dency to build bigger ships is kept 
up one of two things will have to be 
done—either the canal made larger 
or new battleships made narrower in 
proportion to beam and length. 

PLANNED FAR AHEAD. 

The Panama Canal locks are 1000 
feet long and 110 feet wide. They 
were originally designed to be 100 
feet wide, but six years ago an in- 
crease of ten feet was made on rec- 
omimendation of the general board of 
the navy so as to accommodate what 
then was thought to be any possible 
increase in beam for future battle- 
ships. So great has been the growth 
of battleship dimensions since then, 
that the limit is expected to be 
reached in the next vessel laid down. 


Great Britain, Germany and the 
United States have been in such a 
race for size of warehips Abat the 


anticipations of half a dusen years ayo, 
or of all future time, are already 
equaled. Naval officials have set the 
Umit of beam for v ls passing 
through the Panama locks at approx- 
imately 100 feet. The Pennsylvania 
is to be ninety-déven feet beam. Ton- 
tative plans for the next battleship 
that may be authorized are on the 
basis of 100 feet beam. That marks 
the climax. 
ITISH BATTLESHIPS. 

Eritish battleships have not quite 
reached the size of United States 
ships. One ot the latest British de- 
signs, the Iron Duke, is 580 feet long 
and 80 feet beam. But the English 
have developed a new type of vessel 
called the battle cruiser, a ship of 
great size and high s peed, but not sv 
heavily armored .as battleships. The 


Lion and the Queen Mary are the 
newest examples of this type, 660 
feet long and &$-foot beam. They 


could go through the canal without 
difficulty. 


GERMANY’'S DREADNOUGHTS. 


Germany is following both the 
American plan of huge battleships 
and the English battle cruisers. Her 
battleship Friedrich der Grosse is a 
near mate to the Nevada, having a 
length of 564 feet and a beam of $5 
feet. In battle cruisers the German 
Moltke type is 610 feet long and 96 
feet beam, with a speed of 28 knots. 

These tremendous developments in 
length and breadth have come about 
since the Panama Canal plans were 
made and digging was begun. If bat- 
tleship development continues at the 
same rate unchecked by the time the 
canal ie finished, it will not be big 
enough to accommodate the warships 
of the three nations. 


LIMIT IS REACHED. 


The general board of the navy, of 
which Admiral Dewey is the head, 
has been figuring on this problem, 
and has informally come to the con- 
clusion that the battleships of the fu- 
ture must run to lengths with no 
greater breadths than 100 feet. This 
means much in arrangement of ar- 
mor, guns and stability of platform. 
There is no possibility of changing 
the canal locks for years to come; 
therefore, the ships must change to 
accommodate themselves to the Umi- 
tations impesed.

If fault is to be found 
with Warden Hoyle it is that he is 
altogether too merciful end  kind- 
hearted to maintain the best prison 
discipline, as many prisoners take 
advantage of his abundance of human 
sympathy to the detriment of proper 
order.” 
SAN QUENTIN OVERCROWDED. 

The first of the committee conclu- 
sions is: 

That San Quentin is ovetcrowded 
and that this condition is demoraliz- 
ing to the inmates, physically, moral- 


tion will in 4 few weeks be relieved 
by the occupancy of a modern end 
up-to-date cell building. Your com- 
mittee further finds that out of ap- 
proximately 2000 prisoners, 756 pe 
cent. are what might be termed 
young men and boys, many of whom 
we belleve could under proper en- 
vironment and care in their — * 
ment be reformed and sent back to 
society, reclaimed and made law- 
abiding citizens, were it not for the 
fact that these only half-bad prison- 
ers are compelled to come in daily 
contact and association with a class 
of criminals who, we believe, are ab- 
solutely irredeemable. 


“Your committee believes that the 
mingling of these two classes of pris- 
oners is a shocking public crime and 
is responsible for a large number of 
the recidivists, or those who are re- 
turned to prisen for second offénscs 
within a few months after their dis- 
charge. 

“Your, committee very earnestly 
recommends that no first offender 
short of those guilty of murder in the 
first degree, highway robbery accom- 
plished by means of or threats of 
great bodily harm, or other shocking 
crimes, should ever be compelled to 
mingle with these hardened criminals. 

“There should be, if we are to do 
anywhere near justice to society, a 
separate institution for first offendera. 
So dire is that need, and so shock- 
ing the crime not to have such an in- 
stitution that we feel justified in urg- 
ing with all earnestness that an im- 
mediate change be made in the mode, 
manner and place of confinement of 
such first offenders.” 

HEART-BREAKING PROBLEMS. 

The report continues: 

“Men comprising not more than 20 
per cent. of the prison population are 
responsible for the perplexing and 
heart-breaking difficulties and prob- 
lems of tHe prison, and your commit- 
tee believes that this class, spurred 
on perhaps by a few more clever 
criminals, is now responsible for the 
great outcry of wrongs and cruelties 
that are alleged to have been perpe- 
trated against the prisoners at San 
Quentin. 

“That this class of prisoners are 
fed, clothed and cared for better here 
than they ever were outside the prison 
and that they yet constantly protest 
and abuse the management, is the 
substance of much of the testimony 
on this point taken. The cellroom in 
Ban Quentin is totally Inadequate to 
accommodate the population, and 
three or four persons are necessarily 
crowded in one small ceil intended to 
accommodate only one. This over- 
crowding in a large degree contributes 
to the increase and prevalence of un- 
natural crimes, to which can be 
charged much of the discipline-de- 
etroying conditions that exist in 
Quentin today. 


CRITICISM TEMPERED. 
“This condition soon is to be re- 
lieved by the completion of the new 
and up-to-date cellhou It seems 
very strange that no reference to this 
great improvement has ever been 
made in any of the numerous criti- 
ciams that have been made upon the 
management of San Quentin. In the 
opinion of your committee such criti- 
cisms should be tempered by the fact 
the occupancy of the new bnuild- 

ing will remove most of the causes 


for complaint.”

IS RECALLED. 


First Application of New 
Galifornia Statute, 


Incompetent Jurist. 


Crist, Choice of Women, 
Elected to Office.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 22.—The 
first application of CaAlifornia’s new 
law for the recall of the judiciary has 
been successful. By a margin of 815 
votes Police Judge Charles L. Weller, 
accused of incompetence, was removed 
from office at a special election here 
today, and Wiley F. Crist, an attorney 
put forward by women voters who 
were chiefly active in the campaign, 
was named as Weller’s successor. 

The vote was light, but the recall 
contest was and close. Crist's 
total was against Weller’s 
29,907. 

Weller was specifically charged with 
having reduced the ball of a man 
named Hendricks, accused of white 
slavery. Hendricks left the State and 
the police could not trace him. 

A storm of protest over this ei- 
dent arose from women. A mass 
meeting was called and Weller was 
vigorously condemned. He had been 
invited to defend himself before the 
meeting, but when he began to speak 
he was hooted off the platform. A 
petition for his recall was prepared 
and the women, after an active cam- 
paign, obtained the necessary number 
of signatures. At a subsequent mass 
meeting they nominated Crist to make 
the race against Weller. 

One effect of the charges brought 
against Weller was the tightening of 
ball in all the city police courts, not 
only in connection with white slavery 
cases, but in various others, even sim- 
ple misdemeanors.

HEAVY LOSS IN REVENUES. 


A Getafied table was presented 
showing, by schedules, the total rev- 
enue secured under the Payne law 
for 1913, and the estimated revenue 
under the new law for a twelve- 
months period. The table showed 
that in 1912 $759,.209.915 worth of 
imports paid 8304,57, in duties 
at an equivalent average ad valorem 
rate of 40.12 per cent.

San Fernando Valley Reaches 
for Aqueduct Slice 


Committees from All Towns 
Working in Unison. 


Irrigation District Plan Is 
Unanimously Authorized. 


The first definite step toward the 
purchase of aqueduct water from the 
city of Los Angeles was taken yes- 
terday when an authorized committee 
of nine representing San Fernando 
decided unanimously to go ahead 
without delay with a plan te form 
an irrigation district for the purpose 
of issuing bonds to build the neces- 
sary pipe lines. 

The San Fernando committee was 
elected at a mass meeting of the peo- 
ple of that town and empowered to 
take whatever action is necessary to 
secure Water as soon as possible. The 
committee is composed of John Burr, 
F. M. Wright, H. C. Hubbard, F. I. 
Boruff, K. IL. de Remer, F. A. Powell, 
R. H. Hille, B. F. Wolfe and John T. 
Wilson. It is acting in conjunction 
with similar committees from Tropico, 
Burbank, Van Nuys and Owensmouth. 

The committee has begun its work 
by proceeding along the lines sus 
gested in the report of J. H. Quinton, 
W. H. Code and Homer Hamlin, ad- 
visory engineers, to the Board of 
Water Commissioners. Several of the 
committeemen were in conference 
with their attorneys yesterday for the 
purpose of getting petitions regularly 
drawn in accordance with the report. 

WHOLE VALLEY IN IT. 


The Board of Supervisors will be 
asked to atthorige a bond election, 
and as soon as the amount required 
can be determined the people will be 
given an opportunity to vote upon the 
question. According to the commit- 
teemen the whole San Fernando Val- 
ley is in favor of the plan, and little 
or no opposition is anticipated.

TE CONTINENT ALONE. 


Peter S. Morrison, 


Who is six weeks over 100 years of age and who arrived in Los Angeles yes- 
terday after traveling alone across the contifient. He heads six genera- 
tions in his family and all his children are living. 


ETER S MORRISON arrived in 

Los Angeles yesterday from Al- 

bany, N. V., 100 years and 6 
weeks of age, alone b@t hale and 
hearty enough to take in the whole 
city on foot. He registered at the 
Watauga. 

“My children,” he said, “did not 
want me to come West until they 
could accompany me, but as I had a 
little asthmatic trouble I told them 
that if I did not come on now, it 
would be a question of only a few 
years until they had no father.” 

Morrison is a contractor by profes- 
sion, although he has not but a 
house with his own hands for two 
years. Shortly after his ninety-ninth 
birthday he found it necessary to 
wear glasses for the fret time in his 
life, and this annoyed him so much 
that he left his business in Michi- 
gan and went to New York to live 
with his oldest son, who is 74 years 
of age. Morrison himself is now the 
oldest of a family which includes six 
generations. All of his eight children 
are alive and happy, and he has great- 
great-great grandchildren. 

He was the husband of one wife 
with whom he fell in love 
when she led him to school one 


morning at Barington, N. Y. He was 
years of age and she was 10. 
Hig mother was lett a widow when he 


was 16 and the family moved to Ohio 
by ox-team, which the drove. His 
wife's family moved to the same place 
and when he was of age they were 
married. She died thirty years ago. 

In the Mexican War Morrison fol- 
lowed Gen. ylor and was with him 
from Beaumont to Buena Vista. In 
the Civil War he followed: Sherman 
to Atlanta when he was turned back 
with Themas to Nashville. He has 
been a Baptist for sixty-seven years 
and a temperate man all his life 

“If I don't give toe much of it 
away, a dime's worth of chewing to- 
bacco will last me six weeks,” he 
said, “although I have chewed it mod- 
erately since | was 14 years old, I 
never use whisky for anything but 
medicine.” 

Morrison was born on the Atlantic 
Ocean, March 11, 1813, twenty days 
out of Bcotiand, and was two months 
old when his parents landed at Man- 
hattan, an eastern village now known 
as New York City. He thinks If he 
likes it here he will locate permanent- 
ly. He will reside at the Soldiers 
Home until his nephew, Perry Mor- 
rison of Albany, can sell out and come. 
His nephew has passed the helf-cen- 
tury mark by a couple of years. 

Morrison will not offer competition 
to local contractors until he has rested 
up from his trip across the continent 
alone.

HUNDREDS OF MEXICAN 
REBELS BOUGHT HERE. 


GENTS of the distracted rebel 
A forces in Mexico have been fever- 
ishly busy in Los Angeles for two 
weeks conscripting the largest body of 
rebel volunteers that has ever left this 
city in organized order. The strictest 
secrecy has been maintained regarding 
their ultimate destination and the di- 
recting agency that is moving it. 

“at is believed to be 4 reflection of a 
gigantic effort of the revolutionists 
to recoup their falling fortunes and 
sweep south again until all Northern 
Mexico is in their possession. Mes- 
sages of alarm were received from 
high officials in Mexico City yesterday 
mentioning rumors of the force being 
armed and prepared for war here. 

Since the opening of the war Los 
Angeles has been the most active spot 


to plot and plan lu with safety. The 
last effort that has come to a s"ccess- 
ful climax here is by far the greatest 
and most daring attempted. 

Under the disguise of laboring Mex 
ans, a lleutenant in the rebel ranks 
arrived about two weeks ago, with 
four assistants, also holding rank in 
the army. Apparently they were re- 
turning to Sonoratown after an ab- 
sence in Arizona. They retained 
rooms the firat night at a small Mex!- 
can rooming-house near the Plaza. 
The rst day a hidden stir began to 
make itself felt. Under the direction 
of the Neutenant, the four assistants, 
with local aides, went up and down 
the streets making overtures to every 
able-bodied Mexican man to join the

yesterday at his home, No. 1978 
Estrella avenue. 

When he reached maturity, Ma). 


Willard left his home in New Sharon, 
Me., and went to Boston, where he 
learned the builder's trade. In 1863 
he went to San Francisco. He was one 
of the active engineers in the con- 
struction of the fortifications on San 
Francisco harbor, in the employ of the 
Federal government. Later he be- 
came a government lighthouse engi- 
neer and was commissioned to instal! 
the chain of lighthouses along the

Demand for Products of 
Must Be Stimulated by 
and Co-operative Exploitation of 
Her Resources, Says Chicagoan. 
Picea for Land Association. 


How to make 4 great State greater, 
through a world-wide exploitation of 
what she has to offer the world, is the 
substance of the message which A. D. 
Lasker, managing partner of Lord & 
Thomas Advertising, Chicago, is car- 
rying to the industrial centers of Cali- 
fornia. Lasker arrived in this city 
yesterday from San Francisco with a 
fresh fund of ideas gathered on the 
way down. 

A systematic campaign for the cre- 
ation of a greater demand for Cali- 
fornia’s products is Lasker's text, on 
which he preaches with specific appli- 
cation to the fruit and packing indus- 
tries. He belleves in co-operation and 
suggests the formation of more or- 
Sanizations, such as the California Or- 
ange Growers’ Exchange, with the end 
of stimulating the consumer end of 
trade. Without this he says there 
is grave danger of over-production. 

“For example,” 
ange Growers Exchange, of which 
there are now several thousand mem- 
bers, inaugurated an eastern campaign 
of exploitation id years ago, wher 
$3500 was spent in advertisin in 
Ohio. Today the ame association 
spends approximately $250,000 yearly 
for advertising and the result is that, 
out of $40,000,000. worth of oranges 
produced in a normal year in Calffor- 
nia, $30,000,000 worth are disposed 
of in the East through the exchange. 
“But by far the most important in- 
terest to the welfare of California is 
the solution of the agricultural land 
proposition. On that rests the entire 
superstructure of the States prosper- 
ity. California's lands must be settled 
and the only way that thie can be 
brought about is by the creation of a 
widespread confidence in the value of 
these lands. The large owners must 
be brought together ip an association 
and by this association make it easier 
for each individual to market his own 
holdings. Valuable work along this 
line of State development is being ac- 
complished by the Southern Pacific, 
through ite’ vice-president, E. O. Me- 
Cormick.”

HE ISSUE IN 1914. 

From the reception accorded the Un- 
derwood bill in the House of Representa- 
tives it is clear that the campaign of 1914 
will be made upon the tariff and upon no 
other issue. By that time the workings of 
a Democratic tariff will have made man- 
fest to the voters its advantages and its 
disadvantages- If it appear that the Re- 
publican protective policy was better for 
the country than Democratic free trade the 
voters will so decide and the Democratic 
party will return to the obscurity from 
which the treachery of Col. Roosevelt gave 
it an opportunity to emerge last November. 

The tariff was not practically an issue, or 
at least was not a vital issue last fall. In 
so far as the people passed upon the ques- 
tion of a protective tariff or a tariff for 
revenue only, they decided in favor of pro- 
tection, for both the Republican and the 


Progressive platforms were antagonistic to 


the Democratic tariff-for-revenue-only doc- 
trine, and Wilson and the Democratic Con- 
gress were elected by a minority vote. 

In the canvass little was said about the 
tariff. The unpopularity of the Taft ad- 
ministration, the spectacular canvass of 
Roosevelt, the restless desire for a change, 
the high cost of living, all were factors, and 
the tariff was scarcely considered. 

It is up to the Democratic majority in 
Congress to decide on several important 
questions of foreign and domestic policy. 
The curren¢y question, the question of re- 
taining the Philippines, the question of free 
tolls for American ships passing through 
the Panama Canal, the question of immense 
appropriations for impounding the flood- 
waters and deepening the channels of west- 
ern rivers, with many minor questions, wil! 
be before Congress. But the main ques- 
tion on which party lines will be drawn 
will be the tariff question. 

Grant said in 1880, “The Democratic party 
will break its back across the Alleghenies 
on the tariff question.” He proved a true 
prophet. The history of 1880 is likely to 
repeat itself in 1914.

Of course the time will come for every- 
one when others mast carry on the work, 
however well done, still Mevitgbly unfin- 
ished. For work is as eternal as the soul 
of man: a life work may be well ended 
with a life. but work Is Immortal. When 
the summons comes, Pope Pius will have 
done his share, and more than that no man 
can expect.

“Is England Dying?“ deserves closer exam- 
mation. For it will be a sad day for the 
white civilization of the world should the 
mother country 80 down, as have Persia 
and Greece and Rome. 

Since the fall of the Roman Empire no 
nation except the Toltecs and the Aztecs 
have perished entirely from the earth. Is 
the name of Great Britain to be the next 
on the list? Which way are the prophetic 
straws blowing? 

There was no English nation before the 

ear 1066, so that England is comparatively 

nx, having just celebrated her 847th 
birthday. Eeynt lasted for 4400 years. The 
period of Fritain’s greatest vigor was in the 
latter half of the sixteenth century, when 
her intellectual, ber patriotic and her pio 
neering energy reached their zenith. Since 
then her fortunes have fluctuated, though 
her empire has continually grown wealthier 
and more populéus, notwithstanding the 
loss of the American colonies. Perhaps she 
would be better off today if she bad not 
been 80 expansive at so tremendous a cost. 

Political economists have proven that the 
empire has grown at the expense of the 
mother country. Her best sons have gone 
away to colonize her faroff possessions, 
never to return. Soldiers go forth to t. 
and many of them become, after the w 
over, sources of added strength to the home 
land. But colonists never return. So colo- 
nizing a great part of the globe has slowly 
but surely debilitated the breed of Fug 
lishmen who have remained at home. This 
accounts to a great extent for the outburst 
of militant feminism, since it is impossible 
to keep continually weakening the mascu- 
line strain without causing a dangerous re- 
action in the feminine.

By the invention of an apparatus 
for the administration of ether, a 
prominent Los Angeles specialist in 
Giseases of the throat, nose and ear 
has granted a boon to surgeons and 
to all who will ever need to pass 
through an operation requiring an- 
esthetics. 

This apparatus was demonstrated 
last evening at the Good Samaritan 
Hospital, in the presence of the laryn- 
gologists, rhinologists and oral spe- 
cialists of the city. The work was a 
revelation and marked an epoch im 
the advance of surgery. 

Three difficult operations were per- 
formed with perfect ease to the sur- 
geons, and the patients in each in- 
stance were completely controlled by 
the anesthetic and felt no after ef- 
fects from swallowing blood, or from 
clotting in the wind-pipe or cold in 
the lungs. 

An electrical pump is so arranged 
as to carry off the blood, as it rises: 
and the ether as it is administered, 
is passed over an electric heater 
which warms it to the temperature 
of the body, procluding all possibility 
of pneumonia. 

In one case, especially, an adult in 
which the operation of removing the 
tonsils was followed by unusually 
great hemorrhage, the blood was car-

An Open Letter. 


SCHOOL BOARD HEARS 
FROM THE MINISTERS. 


HE following open letter, indorsed 
Te the Executive Committee of 


the Church Federation at jts 
meeting yesterday, 1 issued last 
night: 


LOS ANGELES (Cal.) April 22. 1913. 
To the Honorable Board of Education. 

Los Angeles. Cal. 

Dear Sirs: At your meeting on 
Thursday, April 17, you adopted reso- 
lutions and individual members of 
your body Are reported as having 
made certain statements, regerding 
the ministers of Los Angeles who 
— % criticised the public schoo! sys- 
t of our 

J ves the privilege of suggesting 
that your honorable body is laboring 
under a radical misapprehension and 
of stating the situation as it appears 
to many of us. ° 

The ministers of Los Angeles do 
not wish to have sectarian religions 
taught in the pudlie schools. We 
are keenly al to the fact that there 
are many 4 mt religious beliefs 
held by the citizens whose children at- 
tend these schools and we sympethize 
with you in that you are confronted 
with this serious question. We do not 
ask for sectarian religions to be 
taught in our public @chools—it is 
precisely at this point that we crit- 
ietse and condemn your policy. It 
seems to us that you 

and while 


teachings are winked 
at r commended, Christianity is al- 
lowed to de spoken of with indiffer- 
ence if not with contempt. 

We beg your honorable body te 
give due consideration to this con- 
tention and to you and through you 
t our citizens at large. we make 
appeal for the eliminating from the 
public school system religious teach- 
ings that are non-Christian. 

It has seemed to us that your ef- 
fort has been confined solely to the 
eliminati of Christianity from our 
schools. e are asking you to save 
our schools from Paganism. Yours 
is a most serious end sacred responsi- 
bility. Over child Ute is placed largely 
under your supervision. We count 
ourselves as having the right to de- 
mand that you guard the children 
most carefully against teachings that 
are non-Christian and may easily tend 
to immorality. To specify: 

The superintendent of schools tn «@ 
public address in which he was dis- 
cussing the policies and the future of 
our schoo] system and the principles 
that should underly them, declared 
himself as holding to pantheistic 
ideas of the child's nature, to-wit: 
that every child is God. 

That statement strikes at the root 
of personality and personal reapon- 
sibility. The child might logically 
argue from this as follows: “I am 
God. God is right. I am right and 
what I do is right. If I he. it is not 


a lie, for I am God and God cannot 
lie. If I steal, tt tis not theft, for I 
am God and God cannot steal. If 1 
am lustful, it ts not lust, for | am 
God and God is not lustful.” 

In the same address. the speaker 
wished to do away with every “thou 
shalt not“ in training children, In 
the same address, too, he complained 
of the prevalence of theft among our 
public school children. . The condi- 
tion complained of is the logical re- 
sult of the theories declared, If the 
speaker did not know that he was 
teaching Pantheism, then he revealed 
unfitness. If he did know fit, then he 
made K imperative for some of us 
to appeal to your honorable body and 
to ask relief from such dangerous 
and non-Christian teaching. 

If you count it wrong because of 
a mall minority of Hindus in our 
city to teach Christianity in the pub- 
le schools, we count it doubly wrong 
to have pantheism or atheism de- 
clared as the theory on which our 
public school system should be bulld- 
ed. For, after all, Christianity is dear 
to the American heart and the seeds 
of paganism or atheism must not be 
sown in the minds of American chil- 
dren. We are not contending for 
sectarian religions in our schools: we 
are protesting against a seeming effort 
to destroy what we count dearer than 
our own lives. We do not wien the 
bringing in ef religious prejudices 
into our schoolse—we are asking you 
to save us from such a condition by 
eliminating religious teachings that 
are non-Christian and dangerous. 

Regarding the matter of dancing 
and the public schools, the position 
of very many of us ts thie: The mod- 
ern round dances are so strong an 
appeal to the lower passions as ta be 
a menace ond the cause of the down- 
fall of many children. The public 
dance hall is the most dangerous in- 
stitution in a city’ 6 life. use five, 
or even one, of our school for a 
dancing center is a very questionable 
practice. If you eay it an experi- 
ment—then we reply that our chil- 
dren are too precious material for 
such experiments. The presence of 
conditions in Los Angeles such as are 
being revealed ought’ to cause our 
public schools to be kept out of reach 
of the white slaver as far as vigilance 
makes possible. 

These two positions I am trying to 
make plain: We do not urge the 
teaching of any religion as a part of 
the public school curriculum. We ask 
that you cause to be eliminated all 
anti-Christian teachings under the 
guise of philosophies and literature. 

e oppose the use of our schools 
for public and promiscuous dancing 
because of the danger attending such 
dancing through the coarse and lust- 
ful state of mind engendered.

GLENDALE,* April 22.—Thousands 
of residents of this city, La Crescenta 
district, Los Angeles and surrounding 
places have been invited to attend the 
formal opening of the new car line, 
which has just been completed, be- 
tween here and Montrose, the new 
townsite opened two months ago.

As part payment Duncan turned in 
a house and two lots located in this 
city and a stock of shoes in the Red- 
lands Shoe Parlors. The stock of 
shoes, in turn have been sold to John 
Hesser, who will continue to conduct 
the shoe business. Duncan has owned 
the business for the past five years. 

The Highland home ranch is well 
known, containing 146 acres, prac- 
tically all est to deciduous fruit. The 
elevation is 3600 feet. The ranch 
fs of more than ordinary interest. 
because it was the camping ground 
of Gen. John C. Fremont when he first 
came to this side of the Rockies with 
his army. 

The place carries with it a water 
right of fourteen and one-half inches 
steady flow from Smith Creek Canyon. 
There is an exceptionally large crop 
of fruit on the trees this year.

Duncan is preparing to make a num- 
ber of iprovements and to live on the 
ranch.

Garrett L. Hogan was granted a 
permit yesterday for a fish cannery 
at Wilmington wharf. He is to pay 
the city $1200 yearly for the privi- 
lege, and will invest $20,000 in the 
plant. 

The Council yesterday gave its ap- 
proval to the assessment districts for 
the proposed First-street and Second- 
street tunnels, and the City Engineer 
was instructed to present the ordi- 
nances of intention. 

Provision was made yesterday for 
foaning $60,000 from the city's re- 
Berve fund to the water revenue fund, 
to meet obligations on the Franklia 
Canyon work. 

More than $1,000,000 is bequeathed 
to the widow and relatives of the late 
Joseph H. Spirés of this city. The 
Superior Court granted Mrs. Spires a 
monthly allowance yesterday of $1000.

SAND AND GRAVEL SALES. 

An ordinance will become effective 
on May 19 that provides for the 
charge of 10 cents per load for sand 
or gravel removed from the bed of 
the Los Angeles River between the

Second-street tunnels. The territory 
covered is the same for each ef these 
projects. The Council adopted this 


report and instructed the City En- 
gineer to present the ordinance of 
intention for this work. It is esti- 
mated that the First-street tunnel 
will cost $450,000 and the Second- 
street tunnel $325,000. Plans for the 
extension of the Hill-street tunnel will 
be ready for presentation to the Coun- 
ef] next Tuesday. 
Candidates’ Expenses. 

Counciiman Reed yesterday intro- 
duced a resolution in the Council in- 
structing the City Attorney to prepare 
an ordinance requiring all persons 
spending more than $50 in the inter- 
ests of ay reson or group of per- 
sons in any campaign to make a de- 
tailed statement of such expenses and 
the source of the money so uged, such 
statement to be made under oath. 
The subject was refe to the Pub- 
lic Welfare Committee. 


Negotiating Committee. 

The City Council's committee com- 
posed of Councilmen Williams, Whif- 
fen and Betkouski, appointed for the 
purpose of conferring with the power 
companies, several months ago, re- 
garding the city taking over such 
portions of their distributing systems 
as could be used to advantage in dis- 
tributi aqueduct power, will hold 
furth meetings with the hope of 
working out a solution of the prob- 
lems of power distribution. The 
N.E.W. Commercial and Improve- 
ment*Association’s resolutions regard- 
ing the use of existing lines were re- 
ferred to this committee yesterday by 
the Council. 

City Makes a Loan. 

From the reserve fund the sum 
of $60,000 is to be taken by the City 
Council and loaned to the water rev- 
enue fund until July 1. So the Coun- 
cil voted yesterday. This money is 
to be used to meet outstanding ob- 
ligations for work on the Franklin 
Canyon dam and other work on that 
project, and was asked for by the 
Aqueduct Advisory Board. 


Exempt From License. 

An amendment to the license or- 
dinance was accepted by the City 
Council yesterday, planned for the 
promotion of the municipal curb mar- 
kets that are to be opened at three 
different locations on May 3. This 
amendment provides for exemption 
of producers from license fees when 
selling their produce in the city. It 


says: 

“Nothing in this ordinance con- 
tained shall apply to or require the 
producer of any food product to ob- 
tain a license to sell, offer for sale, 
or peddle any such food proudct in 
the event such producer sells, offers 
for sale, or peddies such product in 
person or by some other person un- 
der his action or control.” 


4 City Hall Brevities. 

Property owners in the vicinity of 
Twelfth and Georgia streets, where it 
is proposed to open one of the munic- 
ipal curb markets, have filed a pro- 
test against this, and the Council yes- 
terday referred this protest to the 
Public Welfare Committee. 

The City Engineer was instructed 
by the City Council yesterday to pre- 
sent the necessary ordinance for the 
opening of Broadway from Tenth to 
Pico streets. 

Bids were opened by the Council 
yesterday for the erection of the club- 
room at the Violet-street public play- 
ground. These bids ranged from 
$5100 to $6673. 

Fargo-street’s neighborhood quar- 
rel over steps maintained by a prop- 
erty owner so that a portion of them 
are in the street had another hearing 
before the Council yesterday, and re- 
sulted in the protest being denied. 
The steps will remain. 

The Municipal Railroad Committee 
of the Council is to make a report as 
to the advisability of directing En- 
gineer Howell to finish certain lines 
of work now uncompleted before 
May 27. so that his services for the 
city may be dispensed with after that 
date.“ Councilman Reed wants the 
city to continue to employ Howell un- 
til he completes the entire plans for 
the proposed municipal railroad and 
terminals, but Councilman Whiffen 
leads the opposition to this and de- 
clares that the payment of $500 a 
month to Howell should be cut off as 
soon as possible. 

The Council referred to the Board 
of Public Utilities yesterday the de- 
mand of Charies E. Warner that an 
investigation be made as to whether 
money used by power companies in 
the recent campaign against the mu- 
nicipal power bonds is charged 
against the amount that 1 taken 
under consideration in fixing rates 
for service. Warner also protests 
against the rates as set by the Utili- 
tiles Board for the next fiscal year, 
but this protest will be heard by the 
Counell on May 13.

Rancho Sausal 
Redondo, $80,000; real estate in Ne- 
vada and mining claims in Mexica.
